Dr. Wirth, Minister of Fi- 


nance So Declares In 


Speech. 


Said Economic Questions 


Could Not Be Solved 


That Way. 


Berlin, Feb. 12.- Ormany is not go- 
ing to the Lonrton reparations con- 
ference to be dictated to. Dr. Wirth, 
the minister of finance, declared in 
a speech to the Bremen chamber of 
commerce today. Great economy ques- 
tions could not be solved in that way, 
he added. 
"We are prepared to accomplish all 


we can," continued Dr. Wirth-, because 
we feel under a moral obligation to as- 
sist in reconstruction, and 
we 
will 
make reparation proposals of our own 
in London. 
"The newspaper reports on this sub- 
ject are incorrect. Our offer will not 
be a small one. The nation must learn 
to realize that what we shall offer can- 
not toe extracted 
from the 
national 


wealth but must he produced by work. 
And this raises the question whether 
in these circumstances all fruits of the 
evolution can be safeguarded. 
"Work will have to be organized on 


a great scale and what we offer must 
be made good. 
"America cannot hold aloof," added 


the finance minister, "when the eco- 
nomic forces of the entire world shall 
assemble around 
one table, and all 
plans are mere theories unless the 
whole economic world is prepared to 
co-operate."

Were it not for the last requirement, 


the designing of a clutch would be a 
simple matter, as then some simple 
positive device, such as a set of "dogs" 
or "gears" could be used, but this re- 
quirement means that a device which 
will' permit a certain amount of slip- 
ping, which slipping can be controlled 
by the operator, must be used; or, in 
other words, some holding force, the 
holding "power of which can be varied 
must be used. The "force of friction" 
is such a force. 


You all know what frictibn is, but 


-few know that the force of tht friction 
between two surfaces depends on two 
things: The material of which the sur- 
faces are made, and the'pressure which 
holds the ^surface against one another. 
As there are many ways in which pres- 
sure can 
Vie varied, the problem of 


clutch design resolves into having two 
surfaces pressed together, with a means 
for varying the pressure, and! to having 
the material such that the holding pow- 
er between the "two surfaces 'will be 
great for a small pressure. 


Having decided to 
use a 
friction 


clutch, let's proceed to design one. 


What materials shall we use for the 


friction surface? 
Leather against-steel has a high fric- 


tion to let us use that. What shape 
shall the surfaces have? We find that 
when one cone is pressed inttq, another, 
there is a sort of "inclined plane" ac- 
tion, so that a slight pressure. when 
inserting one cone into the other, will 
result 
in 
a 
considerable

What shall we use to exert the pres- 
'sure between the Surfaces? 
We must 


bk able to vary this pressure, and we 
find that a spring is ideal for this 
purpose. 
Let us make a drawing of our device 
as decided upon so far, as Fig. 1. Here 
the inside of the flywKeel is turned or 
cut out so as to have the shape of the 
inside of a cone, while B, is leather 
faced member, which c&n be" pressed 
into it, by the spring, C. As the fly- 
wheel is attached to the engine, tho 
clutch T5 must be connected to ftie rear 
of the car. Let Us do. this by riveting 
the casing of D, Fig. 2, to the clutch 
and have the other end fastened to a

It is, however, not always good busi- 


ness to see how large an acreage a man 
can put in but it is always good busi- 
ness to- take every precaution before 
the crop, with his seed and his soil to 
insure as large a yield as possible upon 
the acreage sown.

•11 other grain should be tested for ger- 
mination and it is such a simple proceM 
that any child can do it. 


How to Do It 


Take a piece of ordinary cotton cloth, 


the back of a 25 Ib. flour sack wilt be 
•ufficient; SO Ib. sack will make two. 
Mark numbered squares in the middle 
ot the cloth and number the etra ac- 
cordingly with a bit pf paper, stuck in 
the butt of the ear with a nail. Place
